SUMMARY OF PRESENTATION: 

Interviewing is introduced as being a part of the collection phase of 
intelligence. The word is then analyzed from point of view of its 
origin and various uses, and its limitations as a collection device. 

The instructor offers suggestions on preparing in advance to conduct 
a successful interview. The bulk of the lecture involves discussion 
of suggested techniques. Finally, the importance of making a written 
record of the interview as soon as possible is stressed.
